600 in this fiscal y ear and pile up 
a $3,984,887,600 deficit. 
T he p resid en t m ade public a 
revision of his J a n u a ry 
budget 
estim a tes for the y ear which be­ 
gan J u ly I, 
1938. 
Saying 
th e 
J a n u a ry figures w ere based in a 
hope for a decided im p ro v em en t 
in business, he added: 
“ B usiness conditions n o t only 
did 
not im prove, 
b u t g rad u a lly 
grew worse. 
T his m ade it neces­ 
sary to req u e st add itio n al ap p ro ­ 
priations to provide w ork relief 
for th e unem ployed and to lay out 
a program of federal public w orks 
which would not only aid th e u n ­ 
em ployed b u t would at th e sam e 
tim e provide a needed stim u lu s to 
business. 
T h e business recession 
will likew ise affect ou r revenues 
(for th e p resen t fiscal y ea r) an d 
they will be m aterially low er and 
our 
ex p en d itu res 
m uch 
g re a te r 
th a n w ere expected seven m o n th s 
Ago.” 
To Set R ecord 
T h e ex p en d itu res for this fiscal 
year will set a peace-tim e record. 
T he 
p resid en t 
estim ated 
t h e 
W orks 
P ro g ress 
A d m in istratio n 
and N ational Y outh A d m in is tra­ 
tion alone w ould cost $2,136,000,- 
000 in th e tw elve m o n th s ending 
Ju n e 30, 1939. 
T his m eans, he 
explained, congress probably will 
have to a p p ro p ria te $500,000,000 
m ore for W P A because funds al­ 
ready m a d e av ailab le will finance 
relief only for eig h t m onths. 
T he estim a ted sp en d in g to ta l is 
$2,200,000,000 m o re th a n w as ex­ 
pended la st year. 
W hile th e n et 
deficit w as set a t $3,984,887,600, 
it was indicated th e gross deficit 
w ould be $4,084,887,000, th e sec­ 
ond larg est since th e W orld w ar.

F ra n k Olson, 32, arrested a t R itz­ 
ville. W ash., yesterday, had con­ 
fessed

kidnap-slaying 
of 
C harles Mattson, IO, in Tacom a 
D ecem ber 27. 1936. 
T h e officer said th e m an was 
being held in the W in th ro p hotel 
h ere while details of 
his story 
w ere being checked. 
Cole said O lson’s story Involved 
several other persons, but added 
it did not check In several details 
w ith know n facts in the kidnaping 
case. 
“ F or th a t reaso n ,” Cole said. 
“ Olson is being questioned fu rth e r 
and is being held w ithout charge." 
T he p atro l chief said several 
persons m entioned by Cole had 
produced 
alibis 
covering 
the 
period of th e kidnaping. One m an 
who w as detained for Investiga­ 
tion was released afte r som e ques­ 
tioning. 
Cole said Olson would be held 
“ for 
several 
hours, 
perhaps all 
n ig h t” w hile investigation of the 
case was conducted. 
Cole described Olson as ra th e r 
slender w ith sharp, d ark features. 
His clothes w ere old and his two 
days g row th of beard heavy. 
He 
w ore a cap and shuffled as he 
w'alked, his head th ru s t forw ard 
and his eyes d artin g from side to 
side nervously, Cole added. 
B roke In to Hour* 
In O lson’s confession, Cole said, 
the m an broke into th e M attson 
house and seized the child in th® 
presence of C harles’ b ro th er, sis­ 
ter an d a young S eattle girl ac­ 
q uaintance. 
T h en he said he dashed with 
th e boy down the precipitous cliff 
behind 
th e 
sum ptuous M attson 
hom e and reached the beach in 
pitch blackness. 
A row boat was 
m oored th ere and he row ed with 
th e boy for several h ours across 
C om m encem ent bay to Dash point, 
w here he had parked his car. 
He then drove to E v erett while 
th e m a n h u n t for him was being 
organized. 
Cole said Olson insisted he had 
not p u t th e body w here it subse­ 
qu en tly was found in newly fallen 
snow in a thicket near E v e re tt 15 
days later. 
“ I w rapped th e body up and 
buried it,” Cole quoted 
him 
as 
saying. 
“ One o th er m an knew 
w here the body was buried and he 
m ust have dug it up an d moved 
it."

T he patro l chief said Olson gave 
him th e n am e of the asserted ac­ 
com plice who was arrested later 
today.

Attorney General Places

Prosecutors 


Lansing, July 12 (ZP)— The a t ­ 
torney general department, clos­ 
ing its investigation

th a t racketeers preyed on liquor 
licensees, announced today it had 
asked 
prosecutors 
I n 
Wayne,

inaw counties to punish th e guil­ 
ty. 
Attorney General Raymond W. 
S tarr said his departm ent would 
have no further interest 
in 
the 
cases unless prosecutors asked for 
assistance.

Franch, former Ionia county sher­ 
iff, had uncovered evidence indi­ 
cating th at licensees in each of 
those counties had paid money to 
persons who 
represented 
th e m ­ 
selves as having "influ ence” with 
state aud local governmental of­ 
ficials. 
" T h e re is no evidence th a t any 
of th a t money ever reached an 
official," S tarr said, " b u t th e mere 
faot it was collected is sufficient 
grounds for prosecution 
of 
the 
persons w ho collected it " 
N am es Presented 
“The nam es of the guilty, and 
the evidence against 
them 
have 
beeu presented in lull to the pro­ 
secuting attorneys of those c o u n ­ 
ties,’’ the atorney general contin ­ 
ued. “ F ro m now on, it is their 
affair." 
He said In one case in Detroit 
a licensee who failed to obtain re­ 
newal of his license to sell liquor 
by the glass paid nearly $2,000 
to racketeers who gave him n o th ­ 
ing In return, He said the licensee 
paid $300 for “ influence,” then 
was told he would have to buy 
new bar equipment to please the 
liquor commission, 
He 
said na 
agent for the racketeers sold the 
new equipment. Then, S tarr con­ 
tinued, the licensee was told he 
would nave to pay for new plum b­ 
ing installations,

A man

represented him ­ 
self as a liquor commission inspec­ 
tor obtained more money from the 
licensee before approving the new 
plumbing.

Japanese Rule Would Benefit 
China, Says Frances Mayer, 
Of Tokyo, American Student 


‘‘I want Japan to win the w ar,” 
declares 19 year old Frances May­ 
er from Tokyo, Japan, ‘‘Just think 
what Japan can do for China. Al­ 
though I’m in sympathy with the 
Japanese, I think they’re wrong 
in their m ethod.” 
So says Miss Mayer, daughter 
of Rev. and Mrs. Paul Mayer who 
are American missionaries in Tok­ 
yo, *-a pa ii. 
Miss Mayer is a niece 
of Rev. and Mrs. Carl E. Berger 
and is spending a summer vaca­ 
tion in Escanaba with them before 
going back to her studies in North 
Central college at Naperville, IU. 
She has been a year at school in 
this country but she loves Japan 
still because if s home. 
Visited Manchoukiio 
On the 
Sino-Japanese 
affair, 
Frances 
is 
noncommittal 
but 
does enthusiastically tell of the 
success Japan made of its puppet 
colony, 
ManchotRkuo. 
Having 
visited the colony two years ago, 
she tells of the vast reforestation 
projects to make a neglected soil 
pay dividends, how 
a 
modern 
system of sanitation wiped up the 
primitive sordidness that prevail­ 
ed, how Americanized homes and 
huge stone structures transformed 
a land of flimsy hovels to stand ­ 
ard living accommodations. 
"Japan, com pared with the rest 
of the oriental countries, has the 
highest standard of living. 
When 
visiting Peiping and other cities 
of China, I was Impressed most 
by the poverty so evident there, 
the terrible stench and filth and 
dirt of the streets, and the mis­ 
erableness of the life of the aver­ 
age coolie. 
If Japan takes over 
China, she will m ake a new na­ 
tion which will lift the Chinese 
underdog to a higher level. Though 
Japan desperately needs sources 
of raw m aterial and finds it in 
China, she isn’t justified in ta k ­ 
ing it by force. 
If there only 
were a peaceful way out.” 
Miss Mayer has countered many 
Americans who grew antagonistic 
and argum entative for 
she 
has 
found all Americans are in sym­ 
pathy with China. 
‘I can understand that for ev­ 
eryone favors the underdog, but 
whut you d on’t realize 
is 
that 
much you read in the papers and 
books 1b propaganda 
Have you 
ever read a

telling Japan’s side of the -war?” 
asked Frances. 
Boycott Unfair 
On the m atter of 
boycotting 
Japanese goods, 
she 
says

wouldn’t he fair. 
"It only harms 
and affects the poor peasant and 
worker who wants nothing more 
than peace and a chance to eat 
his daily portion of 
rice. 
He 
doesn’t want war. 
H e’s driven to 
it and by boycotting his 
goods, 
women and children are robbed 
of their livelihood.” 
The Japan of orange blossoms, 
opium fumes, gleaming red 
lac­ 
quer, bamboo huts, and beautiful 
image-strewn,

mosaic temples is gradually fad­ 
ing away. 
Even the old Japa­ 
nese dress of kimonos is giving 
way to modern clothes.

To date, 102,00 0 acres have been acquired 
under the executive order funds, leaving 
about 19,000 acres under contract to he 
purchased. 
The National Park Service

shown interest in the possibilities of mak­ 
ing Isle Royale a national park.

Released Sunday and told 
to report back for trial in justice 
court Monday, the aged Indian 
dutifully hitch-hiked back to Es­ 
canaba from Harris on the fol­ 
lowing day only to find that the 
officers had forgotten that is was 
the Fourth of July and that no 
court was held. 
Hold ‘‘Love Medicine” 
Chief of police M. E. Etten- 
hofer, who was not on duty the 
previous day, lectured Philemon, 
told him the charge against him 
would 
be 
excused 
if 
he went 
home and behaved himaelf. Phile­ 
mon promised to follow the ad­ 
vice and he was released. 
Later, one of the local officers 
on 
regular beat became suspi­ 
cious of Philemon’s actions and, 
by "jockeying" him with the use 
of several Indian words, succeed­ 
ed in getting Philemon to sell 
him a small quantity of what the 
latter called "love medicine’’ for 
ten cents. 
Knowing who 
Philemon 
was 
and not wishing to prevent the 
possibility of finding the source 
of the "love medicine", the of­ 
ficer brought the pulverized weed 
to the police station.

warrants signed and sealed, deliv­ 
ery awaits only the right combina­ 
tion of sweltering days and care­ 
less swimmers, according to 
the 
American Red Cross life 
saving 
service, which has done more than 
any single agency to reduce the 
annual occurrence of water acci­ 
dents. 
Last year approximately 
this number of drownings 
were 
reported in the United States. 
Carl Sawyer, chairman of the 
Red Cross life saving service 
in 
Delta county, suggests the follow­ 
ing tips to prevent drownings dur­ 
ing summer months: 
"Do not dive into water that is 
muddy or of unknown depth with­ 
out first exploring the bottom with 
your feet. 
"To keep the feet from sinking 
in a vertical position when float­ 
ing, relax elbows and knees and 
open arms and legs to the sides. 
As the arms are brought sharply 
to the side and held there, 
the 
legs should be pressed 
together, 
forcing the water out. 
If this is 
done slowly and smoothly, it is 
possible to stay afloat for hours. 
"When wading breast-deep in a 
stream, go against 
the 
current 
and not with it to 
avoid 
being 
swept into deep holes. 
If you lost 
your footing, swim with the cur­ 
rent, making for the shore at an 
angle, instead of 
fighting 
the 
stream. 
Keep Eyes Open 
"If you come up 
beneath 
a 
float, hold your breath and open 
your eyes. 
There is probably am­ 
ple air space there, and if 
you 
don’t give way to panic you will 
be all right. 
"It is best to wait at least an 
hour and a half after eating before 
going into the water, to 
insure 
against cramp. 
"When boat or canoe overturns, 
stay with it. 
Any rowboat 
has 
the buoyancy to support its regu­ 
lar load of people whether right- 
side or bottom up. 
Bottom up it 
furnishes a floating air chamber 
that will sustain the 
heads 
of 
more people above water 
than 
could have possibly been in the 
boat before it 
capsized. 
Right 
side up and full of water the boat 
will sustain the heads of its pas­ 
sengers above water if they will 
sit on the floor and not try to 
rise as the water creeps toward 
their chins. 
Don’t Show Off 
"Do not try to show off skills 
which you do not possess. 
Statis­ 
tics show men and boys are us­ 
ually at fault here. 
About ten 
males drown for every female. No 
one Is superior to safety regula­ 
tion s. 
"Do not use a large water play- 
ball if there is an off-shore breeze. 
Poor swimmers have been lured 
into deep 
water 
without 
ever 
catching up with the ball. 
When 
the ball starts drifting off shore, 
children should be cautioned to 
let it go. 
Let some one chase it 
in a boat. 
"The once stable canoe has be­ 
come ticklish to handle 
because 
paddlers Insist on sitting on seats 
with their knees in the 
air 
and 
three-quarters of the weight 
of 
the body several inches above the 
water-line. 
A kneeling pad for 
bow and stern paddlers makes all 
the difference In the world. A pad 
of sponge rubber from the dime 
store, or salt bags stuffed 
with 
cotton, will do. 
"Surf bathing may be safe to­ 
day and 
dangerous 
tomorrow. 
Consult a life guard about local 
conditions. 
If he says a bad surf 
Is developing, don’t go out beyond 
the waves which come up around 
your knees. 
"A non-swimmer can save 
a 
drowning person nearby if 
the 
former keeps his head. 
Throw 
out a ring buoy or a life line, use 
a row boat or canoe."

If the rain were to cease long 
enough for farmers to get their 
hay in. Delta county would har­ 
vest one of its best hay crops in 
many years. 
From all sections of 
the area come reports of a heavy 
hay crop. 
Many acres are down 
in tile fields and much will be 
spoiled by improper curing unless 
there is at least a week of unin­ 
terrupted dry, warm weather. 
Period of growth at which time 
hay and clover contain the great­ 
est num ber of food value^and pro­ 
tein units has been estimated aft­ 
er countless experiments by Michi­ 
gan State College, and a table has 
been developed .showing the pro­ 
per time for cutting. 
Owing to our northern climate 
grasses are not overabundant in 
protein units, but'there are always 
sufficient carbohydrate units.

Do you, as a motorist, know 
the significance of a pore white 
cane, or one tipped with red. in

By state statute, only blind, or 
near blind, persons are allowed 
to use such canes and drivers 
must use extra precautions in ap­ 
proaching a 
pedestrian 
walking 
with the aid of such a cane.

driver within IO feet of a person 
carrying a white cane must stop 
immediately and make every ef­ 
fort to see that that person is 
able to m ake his or her way un­ 
impeded,

streets unaccompanied by other 
persons and aided only by these 
canes 
and

request

ago. 
“The two men fastened on their 
snowshoes and started out on a 
fairly long trek over the crust. 
After

tracks which confirmed the re­ 
ports made to Vizena that a fair­ 
ly large pack of wolves had in­ 
vaded the territory. 
“ A 
little 
farther along they 
found the carcass of a deer. It had 
been ripped open along one side, 
almost from shoulder to flank, 
but no part of it had been eaten. 
Soon they saw another carcass in 
a similar state, and then another, 
and another. 
“ Before they turned homeward. 
Pearson and Vizena had counted 
26 
mutilated 
deer 
several 
of 
which were still breathing.

none 
of 
the 
attacks 
had 
the 
wolves shown Miiy disposition to 
eat what they had brought down.
